A Motion being: made: by thie Counfel for the profecution 

to put off the trial; in confequence of an affidavit made 
by Mr William Jones, the oftenfible profecutor, ferting forth, 
a paniphlet had been. circulated, by the membérs of the Contti- 
tutional Society, which might intend to influence the minds of 
the jury, and obftrudt‘the coarfe of juftice., 

The Hon. Mr Erftine tole, and addrefled* himfelf to the 
Bench as follows :——— I fhall trouble your Lordships with 
but 2 very few obfervations in anfwer to this Very extraordina- 
ry motion; and, my Lords, I feeb it td be a very great confo- 
lation that what we are doing here is not doing in a corner ; 
that the eyes ofthe public, and ofa free and-enlightened pub- 
lic, are upon us, and that whatever your Lordihips do, and 
whatever { fay, will be judged of by the World,” £ am per- 
favded that your Lordthips decifion’ will ®ejuft, and E have 
therefore the moft perfeét confidence that that decifion will be 
with me. That a trial may be pat off-where-any perfon; whe- 
ther conneéted with the party or not, has diftributed tatters 
relative to and pointed to the circumftances of the café which 
is to be determined in a court of jultice, I conceive to be a 
matter perfectly clear ; and I fhould be ufterly afhamed to take 
the exception that the defendant was no party to the diftribu- 
tion, if the pamphlet that has been read im Court was fuch a 
pamphlet as ought in itfelf, coming from whatever quarter, to 
be a reafon for not trying the caufe. 1. thowld be alhamed to 
make the exception, becaufe I admit that there is 00 admini- 
{tring juftice with propriety, if the minds of the jurors.are, by 
any chaonel, and in any way, perverted with refpeét to the 
trial of the particular caufe which they are fworn to determine. 
On this principle, if there were an iffue joined. between two in- 
dividuals, or between his Maje(ty and the-fubjeét, as in the 
cafe of this indiétment, and any many or fer of men, fhould 
publith a defence of the defendant, and fhould examine parti. 
cularly and minutely all the matters of the caufe, dnd it could 
be brought home that that paper had found its way to the ju- 
rors who were to try it, I thould not. be afraid, asa judge, of 
exercifiig that. prerogative of difcretion which mult belong to 
the judicial charaéter in every country, viz. the pawer of poft- 
poning, upon fuch an oceafion, any {pecies of trial ; but Uthink 
I hazard very little in making this admiffion, after having liften- 
ed with fome attention to the paper which has been read. 

My Lords, when I fee the name of William Jones to the 
affidavit on which the motion is founded, aud when I reflict 
that that William Jones is the profecutor, and whed I firther 
recollegt the bufy part chat very gentleman has taken in inform. 
ing the public—not merely of the general principles of the con- 
Ritution—not of the general rights of jurors in the trial of e- 
very queftion that can be agitated, but of the circumftances of 
this particular caufe, and not only that, a pointed libellous de- 
famation of the defendant, and a condemnation -of the particu- 
Jar thing which he himfelf has bruught him into this Gore to 
anfwer fur:—My Lords, when I reflect on thefe things, 1 may 
have leave to oblerve, that, whatever may be the merits of this 
application, it comes very ill indeed from him. But I mean to 
retift this matter upon the injultice and impropriety of it. 

My Lords, as to the-Conftitutional Seciety, they are-a bo- 
dy of men who devote themfelves to the propagation of that 
knowledge, without. which we are no longer a people ; they 
are ready to anfwer for themfelves : they are, as your Lord- 
fhips know, many of them characters of great refpect and con- 
fideration in this country ; many of them members of both 
Honfes of Parliament ; and. when they, ‘fee.themfelves thus 
arraigned, no doubt they will find’ means to-do themiélves 
juftice. 
P My Lords, though I have not the gift of prophecy, I did 
forefee that fome attempt or other would be made to put off 
this trial; I knew that they felt it impoflible to face chefs gen- 
tlemen who ftand before me; I did conceive fome pretence 
would be laid hold of ; but little did I think that the applica. 
tida would have been of this fort. . Your Lordthips will be 
pleafed firlt of all to recolleé, and I fhall verify this matter by 
an affidavit from the defendant, that the pamphlet, which the 
Dean of St Afaph ftands indicted for’ being the publither of, 
was the work of Sir William Jomes ; who (his Majeity, our 
gracious mafter, knowing him to be the author of it; his Mi- 
nifters knowing him to be the author of it ;the public know- 
ing him to be the author of it) was appointed to adminifter the 
juttice of this great country, in the remote(t parts of the em- 
pire, where feditious characters ought’ not to be fent; be that 
as it may, Sir William Jones, not the Dean of St Afaph, was 
the author of this. publication; and ‘that worthy gentleman, 
whofe name and charaéter I refpet, whois incapable of fedi- 
tion, or of any other corrupt quality of the heart, and whofe ta- 
lents and virtues are known to many who hear me, avowed 
himfelf to be the author of ir. Sir William Jones was a mem- 

ber of this fociety for the propagation of coa/titutional know- 
ledge ; and-that very pamphlet, for which We are {tanding here 
indicted, and which I fhall infift we have a right to be tried up- 
on to-day, was _publithed by the Conftitational Sociezy them- 
felves, as the work of this:worthy mémber cf their own body, 
upon the fecond of Auguft, 1782, fix months before it was re- 
publifhed by the Dean: for which teépublicacion he is called 
here to anfwer before your Lordfhips. 

My Lords, if when a defendant is indifted fora publication 
of this fort, it be thought an anfwer to the bringing on-a trial 
that a great hody of men are intere(ted,-and atively interefted, 
in the iffue of itr, your Lordfhips, “nur any other Judges, will, 








ever try a queftion of this nature, for I hope in God tha I 
never {hall never fhall fee the time when any thing of this fort

Lord Chief Juitice Kenyon. Upon that I wih to a 
word. If you come down not as counfel for the Dean of Se 
Afaph, but for the Conftitational Society, I thall’ not hear-you. 

Mr Erfkine. Your Lordthip is too quick. I have not faid 
that' I am not counfel for the of St Afaph. 

Lord Chief Juftice Kenyon. I fhould little conform in fach 
cafe to what the public expe from me; I will not faffer any 
impertinent interpofition in caufes, ia thofe who are no parties 
to the caufe. I don’t mean chat of you, I am fate: - 

Mr Erftine. If your Lordthip would hear me out firft, a- 
greeably to the common practice of courts, perhaps we fhould 
better underftand one another. I thall certainly profefs myfelf 
to your Lordihip and the Jury as counfel for the Deab of St’ 
Afaph ; and the only reafon why I mentioned the circumftance 
relating to thefe gentlemen, was to fhew your Lordthip that we 
are not aflramed of any protection that we have received from 
them. Now, with refpect to this paper that the Conftitutional 
Society have publifhed; firft, Jet us fee whether it contaitis, a- 
ny marter fo referable to the caufe in queftion, fo pointed tothe 
matter of which the defendant is aceufed, as that it may be fup- 
pofed, in coming into the hands of thofe who are to try it, to 
be produétive of undue influence, or to prevent the right admi- 
niftration of juftice. And there are a few pofitions that I will 
put to your Lordthip : . 

Firft, let me fuppofe.a man to be indicted of any ‘crime 
whatfoever, but particularly a crime of this fort, which is char- 
ged to bea feditious libel, for yotr Lordthips wil! not forget 
the caufe we are trying; the indiétment charges, that the Dean 
of St Afaph publithed this papers which it terms a libel, «with 
an intent to excite and diffufe amongit the fabjeéts of this realm, 
difcontents and fufpicions of the King; difaffection and difloy- 
alty to his perfon ; the draw the Government of the kingdom 

_ into fcandal, infamy, and difgrace, and to excite his Majefty’s 
{ubjeéts to attempt by violetice and force of arms to fubvert the 
conilitation of this country. They who faw that charge, and 
who read this book, on which it was fornded, fiw no connec- 
tion between them. ‘They conceived them to be general {pe- 
culative opinions upon. the theory of our happy Government ; 
they conceived them tu be points, in the propagation, ‘and in 
the maintenance of which they were all equally inrerefted, and 
which they had a right to fupport as a common intéreft; for 
although a man ts not to protect an individual in poifiz a wrong 
to another, furely he has a right to maintain thie dua ries pub- 
lifhed by another, though they may be thotight:a crime by “o- 
thers, or even by the Governmént. Perhaps the Conftitutional 
Sociery have propagated this paper which has been read; bie

to be guilty ? Does it ftate the nature of the publication ? Does 
it enter into’ a defence of it ?’ Does it arraign-the accafation ? 
Dees it enlighten the minds of the Jury with refpect to the par- 
ticular quakionishes they are to try ? The cafe of the King 
verfis. Martha Gray, which Mr Bower had alluded to, ‘was for 
a nuifance. The papers in diftribution pending that trial, were 
not propagating among the Jury their right to determine the 
cavfe without the interpofition of the judge; they did: not enter 
into the general theory of the admiuiitration of juitice; they 
did not chalk oat the’ particular duty of the Judge, and the 
province of the Jury: no, if my memory ferves me right, thele 
papers were diftributed: pointedly, and with a direct reference 
to the.canfe.that was to be tried, and were not merely general 
ubfervations upon the Conftitution, or upon the adminiftration 
of juftice. Now, with refpect to this paper, fworn to have 
been diftributed, I have not read it, 1 have only liftened to, it 
while it was read, and I confefs, that though I liftened arten- 
tively, there was nothing that came acrofs my car ih at that 
thocked me; there. was nothing that my thore experience tells 
me to be wrong; there was nothing in it that 1 think illegal ; 
they fegmed to be extraés from different hillorians, and from 
differeat trials, marking out the particular mature of libels, 
mentioning particular indi€tments for libels, and the province 
of the Judge, and the province of the Jury ia thofe cates ; 
that along feemed to be the nature of this pamphlet; and I 
hold it to be.impoilible ever to try any caufe of this kind, 
if the publication of this paper be a fafficient reafon with your 
Lurdthips to poitpone the prefent trial ; becaufe it is only the 
propagation of particular principles and doctrines, referable to 
the general couttitation of the country, and applicable to the 
general roles of the adminiftration of jultice, which, I truft, 
willbe ever in circulation, and not pointed dire@ly or indireét- 
ly. at the particolar queition which is now to be tried. Will 
your Lordthips fay, that if a juryman were to read this,. he 
could poflibly gather frum it more than what he ought to have 
kvown before, viz. that the province of a Jury in trying the 
Dean of St Afaph for a feditious libel, was to determine whe- 
ther he had publithed it with thofe feditious intentions which 
are mentioned in the indiétment 3 whether he was a man difaf- 
feed to the Government ;. whether the language of the-dia- 
logue’ which is called a libel was pointed to the particular times, 
or whether they were only general fpeculative propofitions ; and . 
if they were, whether they were confonant to, and confiftent 
with the laws of this country. Is there any judge now in Eng- 
lund will fay, that when a Jury are fworn to try a cauic upon 
the general iflue, that the judgment of the law, as well as the 
fact does not reft with them ; if it be criminal to affert the con- 
trary. this paper might be a libel; thofe people who -publiihed 
it might be libellous ; but how-can it affeg& the trial of this 
caufe, and how can the defendant be deprived from being tried 
by that Jury which are ftruck by an order from your Lord- 
thips, and impannelled to try it, without its cither being brought 
home to him, or even to one of the Jurors ?, The gentlemen, 
with{rhat politenefs which is natural ro them, and which I am 


perfuaded, they will never forfake upon any occafion, fay, they _ 


mean no perfonal reproach to the Jury; but they muft pardon 
me for faying, that it {trikes me to be matter of high reproach, 
however it may be intended; if the Jury, knowing themfelves 
tmpannelled to try. the caufe, have refufed to fee any thing that 
has any reference to it; and who will dare to charge them with 
a contrary conduct? How can their minds poflibly be affected 
by it? and will your Lordthips fay, that thefe twelve gentle- 
men, who at this great fefion are impannelled as a Special Jury, 
to try the indictment, fhall not try it, becaufe certain people in 
London have thought fit to publith extraéts from certain books, 
{tating the general rights of Jurymen, and the general law and 
conftitution of this country ? 

I hope your Lordthips will not forget, that the very objec 
of this profecution is to determine, whether or no the. fenti- 
ments contained in this dialogue are confonant to the laws, the 


conftitation and government of the country, or pointed to ftir ~ 


up fedition and overturn them. It is impoflible for a public pro- 
fecution to come to a decifion in this illuminated, free and ac- 
tive nation, without a vaft number of men interetting themfelves 
in the determination‘of it, confidering it as a general queftion, 
referable to all their rights ; and how is it pofhible fur your Lord- 
fhips to fay, that this is not the time, and that any other time 
will ever arife? for when a motion is made to put off a tial, 
your Lordthips know that the time is not to be indefinite. If 
it be moved on account of the ab’ence of a material witnefs, 
the time of that witnefs’s expected return mutt be ftated. Upon 
this principle, when will the Deaa be tried? Never, if he is 
not to be tried now.

The only freth news ‘lately arrived from the Eaft Indies is a 
confirmation of peace being completely ratificd between the 
Englifh and Mahrattas. ‘The public have already been intorm- 
ed by the Initia Company of the taking of Mangalore, on the 
Malabar coaft, by a detachment of our army from Bombay. 
Hyder Ally’s General fled before the town was ftormed, but 
his wives and children, with a quantity of inilitary ftares, and 
confiderable treafure, were taken. Tippo. Saib, Heider’s fon, 
was not near the place of a¢tion, being at that time with the 
grand arniy on the Coromandel coaft. The news, however, 
of peace with fo powerful a people as thc Mahrattas, is highly 
agreeable to the Company, and what the Directors have had 
mach at heart for three or four years palt, hoftilities being car- 
ried on at an enormous expence, without any pollibility of an 
equivalent. 

‘They have accounts in France from India of a month later 
date than our laft difpatches from thence, brought by a thip ar- 


» | rived at L’Orient, which had a remarkable quick paflage from 


Trincomale. By her we learn-that Suffrein had been-reinfor-

It lies 
im the fame latitude as Madras, at oppofite fides of the penin- 
fula of India, fo that a line drawn from one to the other would 
pafs the heart of the country, the diftance between them being 
upwards of 460 miles. .
